PUBLICLY, ONLY TO BE REJECTED BY THE RPF. 

-- THE RWANDAN INTERIM GOVERNMENT HAS MADE UNCEASING 
EFFORTS SINCE ASSUMING POWER TO PROTECT CIVILIAN 
POPULATION AND HAS ISSUED REPEATED CALLS FOR A HALT TO 
ETHNIC STRIFE. 

-- DUE TO THE THREAT OF THE RPF OFFENSIVE, THE 
GOVERNMENT DOES NOT HAVE SUFFICIENT MILITARY MANPOWER 
TO ASSURE SECURITY THROUGHOUT THE COUNTRY. THE 
GENDARMERIE HAS BEEN DEPLOYED WITH SOME SUCCESS. 

-- THE GOVERNMENT HAS NEVER ABANDONED ITS ADHERENCE TO 
THE ARUSHA ACCORDS, DESPITE THEIR MASSIVE VIOLATION BY 
THE RPF. THE GOVERNMENT HAS SENT A LARGE DELEGATION TO 
DAR ES SALAAM TO MEET WITH PRESIDENT MWINYI AND THE 
DELEGATION IS PREPARED TO STAY THERE AS LONG AS MWINYI 
BELIEVES THERE IS A POSSIBILITY OF ARRANGING TALKS.
